H enry' D odge. 
General Henry Dodge, was the first And 
the last of our Territorial Governors. 
Ile 
was born at Vincennes, Northwestern Ter­ 
ritory, now Indiana, on the 12th of Octo­ 
ber, 1782. In 1808 lie removed to the 
Territory of Mi99oun and became the 
Sheriff of Cape Girardeau county, and in 
1S12 be was chosen Captain of a mounted 
rifle company, and in the month of Sep­ 
tember of that year was appointed Major 
of the Louisiana Territorial militia. In 1814 
he was made Lieutenant Colonel, and com* 
minded an expedition up the Missouri 
river against the Indians. In 1827 he set­ 
tled in Wisconsin, then a part of Michigan 
Territory, and located near Dodgeville, in 
Iowa county, after whom tho village was 
named, where he was extensively engaged 
in mining. He took an active part iu the 
Black Hawk war, and was promoted to 
Brigadier General. 
For the services he 
rendered the country in the contest with 
the Indians, he received I rom Congress a 
sword, and the thanks of the nation. When 
the Territory of Wisconsin was formed in 
1830 he was appointed Governor by Presi ­ 
dent .I irk.son, and held the office till 1841, 
when he was elected a delegate to Con 
gross, a position he held till April 1845, 
when he wits rc-appoioted Governor ol the 
Territory, and continued the executive 
until May 29th, 1848, when Wisconsin be­ 
came a (State, lo June, 1848, he was elect­ 
ed to the United Slates Senate, and on the 
20th oi January, 1851, he was re elected 
for six years serving till 1857. He then 
returned to private life, and Dart of tho 
time lived in Mineral Point and part of the 
time iii Burlington, Iowa. 
He died in the 
latter place on the 19‘.h of June, 1*07, at 
the age of 85. A eulogy on General Dodge 
can be found in the report of the State 
Historical Society for 1808, page 173. 
•lame* D. D efy. 
James Duane Doty, second Territorial 
Governor of Wisconsin, was bora in Salem, 
Washington county, New York, in 1799. 
In 1818 be located at Detroit, 
lie studied 
law and iu 1819 he was admitted to the bar 
of the Supreme Court of the Michigan Ter­ 
ritory 
In 1823 he was appointed one of 
the Judges of the Territory by President 
Monroe, and held the position till 1832 
Ile located iu Green Bay, and in 1834 was 
elected by the people West of the lake to 
the Legislative Council, in 1838 he was 
sent as a delegate to Congress aud remain­ 
ed there till 1811, when President Tyler 
appointed him Governor of the Territory 
ot Wisconsin, and served till 1811. He was 
a member ol the first Constitutional Con­ 
vention in 1810, was elected to Congress in 
1818, and was re-elected in 1851. in 1801 
President Lincoln appointed him Superin­ 
tendent of Indian Adair*, and in 18G3, he 
was given the Governorship of l ull. 
Ile 
died at Salt Lake City, on the 13ih ol June, 
1805. 
An interesting sketch cl Governor 
Doty will be found rn the Report af the 
Historical Society for 1809, page 309. 
Natliuuicl I*. Tallmadge. 
Mr. Tallmadge was born rn Callum, Co­ 
lumbia county, New York, on the 8:h of 
February, 1795. 
He was graduated at 
Union College in 1815, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1818. 
He was elected to the 
New York Assembly rn 1828, and served 
in the State Senate from 1830 to 1833, and 
was chosen United Slates Senator in 183 j, 
aud served till 18-14. when he was a p p o s­ 
ed Governor ot Wisconsin Territory by 
President Tyler, and held the office till 
April 8ih, 1845 wheu he was succeeded by 
General Dodge. He afterwards devoted 
bis time to his profession. 
He removed to 
Battle Creek, Michigan, where he died 
Nov. 2, 1804. Many of his speeches were 
published In book form.

No one ha9 yet been able to secure from 
Governor Dewey a biographical sketch. 
He has persistently refused to be inter­ 
viewed by newspaper men, ant never 
would respond to the call of any one for 
informant n regarding his early history. 
He came to Wisconsin la Territorial times, 
and iu 183 J served rn the Territorial House 
of Representatives, und was re-elected in 
184'K ’41 and ’42. 
He was elected to the 
Council in 1843, ’44, ’45 aud ’40. and served 
in the Senate in 1851 aud 1855. 
He was 
elected the first Governor of the State, aud 
served from June 5tb, 1848 to first of Janua­ 
ry, 1850. Since his service in thcSeuateiie 
has been strictly a "private citizen” resid­ 
ing on his (arm in Grant couuty. 
His ele­ 
gant residence, one of the finest in the 
county, was destroyed by fire in l s 7l. 
L eonard J . F a rw e ll. 


Mr. Farwell was born at Watertown, 
New York, January 5th, 1819. At an ear­ 
ly age he was apprenticed to a tinsmith, 
and worked at the trade till lie was 19. Ile 
removed to Lockport, Hi., with a few' tools 
and a small stock of goods, aud in 1840 he 
settled in Milwaukee, which then had a 
)opulatiou ot about 3,000. Skill and in­ 
dustry gave him a handsome fortune in 
ten years, for by that time he was at the 
head of the largest wholesale house in the 
west. In 1851 he was nominated by the 
Whigs for Governor and was elected by 
500 majority over Upham, and was the only 
Whig elected on Hie State ticket. The 
financial crisis of 1857 swept away the 
greater pan of the fortune of Governor 
Farwell, and soon thereafter he closed up 
na business. In 1303 President Lincoln 
appointed him assistant examiner in the 
latent office at Washington, and three 
mouths later, examiner of. patents, a posi­ 
tion be held seven years 
He then went to 
Chicago, engaged in business, but the fire 
of 1371 threw him loto financial trouble. 
tie shortly afterwards removed to Worth 
county, Missouri, where he now resides. 
W illiam A. B arstow . 


This well known character in Wisconsin 
whites, was born in Windburn county, 
soon., on the 13th of September, 1813. 
Ie received his education at the common 
chools, and at IG became a clerk in his 
mother's store at Norwich, Conn., where 
ie remained till he wa9 20. Iu I S31 he 
went into business at Cleveland, and in 
839 he located at Prairieville, now Wau­ 
kesha, and there erected a ll luring mill, 
n 1849 he was elected Secretary of State 
tiy the Democrats, on the ticket with Gov­ 
ernor Dewey.

Ast..- ant Postal aster-General in l8t>5, and 
when he united his political lortunea w ith 
I‘resident Johnson, tie was ma ie Postmas­ 
ter-General in I SOO. ai d served till I Nill. 
Alter his term expired, he removed to Ll 
ultra, where he rn m ild Ins s»cou*i wife, 
aud died there on the 20th «•!

The lamented Harvey, whose death was 
extremely sad, was born at L ist Haddam. 
Co. n., July 22, 1820. He entered Western 
Reserve College in Ohio, iu 1837, aud after 
two years study left it on account of pi or 
health, lie taught school tor a short time 
I i Kentucky, aud afterwards in Ciaciu- 
niti. In 1841 he located at Ken os hi, then 
CilUd Southport, where he taught six 
years, and part cd the lime edited “The 
Southport American.’'
